London, Sept. 24, — The government 
has decided not to nsk for ttie extradi- 
tion of Haines and Kearney from Rotter- 
dam, aa the offences which they are 
charged with are not included in the 
treaty between Great Britain and Hol- 
land.

The Turkish embassy here has tele- 
graphed Mr. Gladstone's speech, deliv- 
ered yesterday at Liverpool, verbatim to 
the Porte. The Times says of the speech 
in an editorial : " The spectacle of the 
veteran statesman quitting iiis retire- 
ment to plead the cause of the oppressed 
is well calculated to move the sympathy 
and admiration of the nation. The ardor 
of Mr. Gladstone's feelings on this Bubjecl 
is notorious.' All the more striking 
and Significant are the comparative re- 
straint and moderation of the speech. 
We cannot approve of his advice for a 
rupture of diplomatic relations, which 
would leave the Sultan free for further 
vengeance on the Armenians, while to 
threaten coercion while shrinking from 
war seems both a dangerous and a cow- 
ardly policy." 

The Athens correspondent of the Daily 
Telegrapli reports as follows : A dispatch 
from Canea island says that the Turks 
have desecrated and profaned the ceme- 
tery at Suda bay under the eyes of the 
officers of the British and Austrian men- 
of-war. I am informed that during the 
negotiations for the Cretan settlement 
Great Britain and Russia agreed to per- 
mit Greece to annex Crete at the first 
opportunity presenting itself. 

The governors of the Bank of England, 
atto-day'R meeting, advanced the mini- 
mum of discount of that institution from 
lJa per cent, to 3 per cent.

DONGOLA'S DEFENCES. 

Constructed With the Greatest Skill- Some 
of the Prisoners Captured— Important 
Correspondence. 

Dongola-on-the-Nile, Sept. 2-L— The 
inspection of the dervish defences at 
this place shows that they were con- 
structed with great skill; the positions 
were well chosen, and if they had been 
held by resolute men, would have caused 
an immense amount of troubie and loss 
to the Anglo-Egyptian expedition. About 
90 dervish prisoners were captured, in ad- 
dition to a large quantity of arms of all 
kinds, dates sufficient to support an en- 
ormous fighting force for a long time, a 
meat quantity of grain and large sup- 
plies of sheep and cattle. The honors of 
lighting fell to the gunboats and the ar- 
tillery, whose shells reached the fleeing 
enemy far out, in the desert. Deserters 
from the dervish forces continue to ar- 
rive here; they are all anxious to serve 
under the Egyptians. 

Among the prisoners taken at Don- 
gola is the son of the secretary of the 
late General Gordon, and also one of 
General Gordon's clerks. They confirm 
previous reports of the fall of 
Khartoum and the death of 
Gordon, which so long re- 
mained a mystery to the civilized 
world. The flag of Wad BiBhara, the 
commander of the dervishes, was cap- 
tured, together with a nniBB of his cor- 
respondence and accounts. The total 
Iobbch of the Egyptian expedition in the 
taking of Dongola was one officer and 
seven men wounded.

Commercial Agent Peterson at Vancou- 
ver, B. C, the following dispatch under 
date of September 14, referring to an in- 
terview given the consuls in that city on 
board the steamship Empress of China: 
" Juit previous to his departure for 
Hongkong, His Excellency Li Hung

NEW YORK DEMOCRATS. 

Candidates for State Offices— Their Address 
to the Party and Public at 
Large. 

Brooklyn, Sept. 24.— The convention 
which met early to-night in the big 
auditorium of the Academy of Music 
was a dignified and quiet body for 
a political gathering, but the 
names that appeared upon its roster 
of vice-presidents, and the 
many familiar faces npon the platform, 
stamped it as the convention of no in- 
considerable portion of the Democratic 
party of New York State. These men 
liad met before in Syracuse, had recast 
the National Democratic ticket, had 
adopted a platform declaring for the 
present standaid of coinage, and had as- 
sembled to-night for the purpose of 
nominating a state ticket. 

The ticket selected was : For gov- 
ernor, Daniel C. Griffin, of Watertown ; 
for lieutenant-governor, Frederick W. 
Hinro.ks, of Brooklyn. An address to 
the Democrats of New York state ex- 
plained why the new party had been 
formed and why they could not support 
Bryan or the Chicago platform. In 
part it reads as follows : " Acknowledg- 
ing the humiliation which "nas been in- 
flicted upon the Democratic party by the 
Chicago and Buffalo conventions, we 
take up the task suspended at Syracuse 
and call on all who would not have the 
American people shunned as leperB in 
the world of trade and commerce, and 
who believe that 'it is the duty of the 
people to support the government and 
not 'the duty of the government to sup- 
port the people,' that individual enter- 
prise and achievements should not be 
blighted by the incipient Populism, once 
called protection, but now answering only 
to the name of " McKinleyism " ; that 
responsibe Democratic state government 
in New York should supplant responsi- 
ble Republican " bossism," and to unite 
in support of the principles and nom- 
inees of the National Democratic party. 
Such are the chief reasons and motives 
which actuate us, and wo confidently 
appeal for support to our fellow Demo- 
crats to assist us in preventing a second 
betrayal of our party.

Ottawa, Sept. 24. — The spectacle of 
two British Columbia Liberals, in the 
persons of Messrs. Milne and Maxwell, 
falling out was witnessed in the railway 
committee to-day. Dr. Milne, who has 
interests in the Burrard Inlet charter, is 
strongly opposed to the incorporation of 
the Vancouver and Eastern Railway 
Company. Mr. Maxwell got very indig- 
nant at the tone of Dr. Milne's state- 
ments and sharply tohl him it was such 
men as he who were retarding the de- 
velopment of the province. The bill was 
withdrawn and the fees were refunded. 

In the house to-night Hon. Mr. Prior 
called attention to the present vacancy 
on the Supreme court bench of British 
Columbia. He could not believe it pos- 
sible that the government would oiler 
such a snub to the bar of British Colum- 
bia as to appoint Joseph Martin to the 
vacant position — a man known as a 
violent political partisan. The Bar As- 
sociation of Victoria had passed strong 
resolutions against an outsider being 
brought in. There were many good 
lawyers in British Columbia qualified to 
fill the position, and he suggested the 
name of Attorney-General Eberts as a 
good man for the place. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier said the government 
proposed to fill the vacancy at a very 
early day. The caso was more pressing 
than he was aware of, and ho had been 
surprised to learn that the vacancy had 
existed for eight months. As the pres- 
ent government had only been in power 
six weeks, it was obvious that the late 
administration was to blame for not 
making an appointment. He urged Mr. 
Prior not to take any stock in every- 
thing he saw in the newspapers. Accord- 
ing to Hugh John Macdonald last night 
Mr. Martin was qualified to fill any 
position in the country. 

Mr. Bostock made a good speech to- 
night urging the passage of the railway 
lands delimitation bill. 

The House to-nay decided to dismiss 
a number of French translators for tak- 
ing part in political campaigning. 

The Conservative members of the 
agriculture committee to-day strongly 
resisted the report of a Grit sub-commit- 
tee, which suggested various points for 
the amelioration of the condition of the 
farmers but contained the party's stock 
attacks on the tariff. No Conservative 
has been allowed to see this report. So 
vigorously was it fought that finally a 
new sub-committee was appointed with 
a fair proportion of Conservatives to pre- 
pare another report.

It submerged all the 
Hats between here and Carnes creek and 
beyond that to Downie, covering, where 
the course was narrow, banks seven feet 
a hove the water mark. 

E. N. Bouche, of Rossland, president 
of the Ivanhoe Gold Mining Company, 
and superintendent of the Palo Alto and 
Ivanhoe, and who is also interested in 
the San Joaquin, returned on Monday 
evening from tho Keystone Mountain, 
Big Bond. He stated on his return that 
he was very much pleased with what he 
saw, and had brought back about ten 
pounds of samples which he expected to 
verify his opinion of the claims. He de- 
clared himself so satislied with what he 
has, though snow prevented a more com- 
plete examination, that he will test the 
properties to the extent of $2,000 in the 
early spring. 

PROF. CAltLYLE'S REPORT. 

Mining in British Columbia— Working Cap- 
ital and Better Means of Trans- 
portation Needed. 

(From the Montreal Gazette.) 

What was said about British Colum- 
bia mines by Mr. Bostock and Mr. 
Prior in the House of Commons on Wed- 
nesday, is further supported by a bul- 
letin of Mi-. Wm. A. Oarlyle, the prov- 
incial mineralogist, just issued by the 
British Columbia government. The 
Trail Creek district is the special subject 
of the report, and what iB said will be of 
general interest, for the development of 
the mining resources of the Pacific coast 
is a matter that affects the national as 
well as individual wealth. 

To summarize the introduction of the 
bulletin, the discovery of large bodies of 
high grade gold ores in the Trail Creeu 
district is attracting the earnest atten- 
tion of mining men both in America and 
Kurope. Despite many disadvantages 
in the way of difficulty in transporting 
machinery, supplies and ore, the open- 
ing of largo mines at Rossland has 
proved very remunerative, and as more 
extensive exploratory work is done and 
greater depth attained, the promise is 
for a permanency of large and profitable 
ore bodies, which is stimulating more 
thorough prospecting, not only around 
Rossland, but in other localities in the 
district, with the result that many other 
camps are quickly coming to the front, 
as good prospects on being worked dis- 
close ore of increasing value. 

Tho bulletin goes on to say that many 
claims at points in Trail Creek district, 
are now being carefully examined and 
bonded or bought, which better meana 
ot access and. egress will make it_ possi- 
ble to work. Men interested in the 
treatment and transportation of ores 
have begun or are planning undertak- 
ings, indicating their confidence that the 
future development of this part of the 
province will soon be on an extensive 
scale- The consensus of opinion of the 
many mining men who have studied the 
conditions and surface showings at Ross- 
land is declared to be " that few camps 
have over shown so many favorable in- 
dications that warrant the belief that on 
further extensive systematic explora- 



tion other shutes of gold will be uncov- 
ered." 

Prospecting has disclosed many par- 
allel veins, varying in width when ex- 
posod from an inch to Beveral feet, and 
it is believed that many more shutes will 
lie found when these promising Biirface 
indications are exploited. What may be 
found is indicated by what has been. A 
table is given of the production of the 
Rossland camp, which shows that up to 
1st July last 27,085 tonB of ore smelted 
gave 45,234 ounces of gold, 07,79:1 ounces 
of silver and 1,205,302 pounds of copper, 
making the gross value recovered by the 
smelters $1,007,000, or $37.18 a ton. The 
dividend's paid on the work amounted to 
.$332,500. ~ There is a warning to 
prospective investors, that they will 
need plenty of capital and perse- 
verance if they hope to bo success- 
ful in their ventures. The bulletin says: 

" This district has now reached that 
stage when persistent plucky develop- 
ment work, sustained by ample capital, 
muBt be done to prove up these many 
veins and surface showings; but a suffi- 
cient amount of working capital is de- 
manded, (a) because much of tho rock 
is very hard to mine, necessitating good 
machinery to make proper progress, (b) 
considerable or even extensive develop- 
ment work must be done in search for 
more pay shutes. (c) while tho more or 
less faulted natureof theground, though 
not serious, will complicate this work. 
While the present mines were opened 
up with comparativelp small capital by 
reason of their producing pay ore shortly 
after work was begun, or ore that was 
very profitable as soon as roads were 
built, over which it could be sent to the 
smelters, still any enterprise that is now 
undertaken will require strong financial 
support." 

Capital is also needed in the country 
for other purposes than the direct open- 
ing of mines, and upon the time and 
manner in which it is supplied will 
pend whether the mineral wealth will 
iro, for a time at, least, to enrich Canada 
or the United States. The output from 
Rossland this year will not show the ex 
pected increase over last. Better and 
cheaper means of transport for ore are 
being awaited, and mines in a position 
to ship arc holding back their output in 
expectation of getting better rates. 

To quote the bulletin again, the ores 
must be carried to the metallurgical 
centres for treatment, and if the ore de- 
posits are to be made available and to 
become a valuable part of our resources, 
trails, roads and railroads must be con 
structed to make possible the concentra- 
tion of ores, fuel and supplies at the 
most favorable points ; and if this part 
of the industry is to be retained in Can 
ada, Canada must assist boldly in ad- 
vancing these means of communication 
to make easily accessible the coal fields 
and the mines from w hich the different 
classes of ore can be obtained, that, 
separately, are hard to treat, but, brought 
together and intermixed, can be re 
duced at minimum smelter charges. 

Favored by the trend of the mountains 
and valleys, U. S. railroads are entering 
from the south to transport Kootenay 
ores to U. S. smelters. It will co3t more 
money to carry Canadian roads into the 
country, hut unless the work is done 
much of the return that should come 
from mining operations carried on in the 
district will be lost to this country, as 
most of the return from the one-time 
famous Lake Superior silver mines was 
lost. The risk in this direction ie also 
greater from the fact that, so far, most 
of the capital invested in mining baa 
come from the United States, very often 
interested in United States smelters and 
transportation lines. 

This situation is in many respects a 
natural one, mining having been an 
active business in the far Western states 
for years, where there is a large popula 
tion acquainted with all the operations, 
from "salting" a mine for Eastern 
greenhorns to buy, to working one legiti 
mately for the money there is in it. Of 
late, however, Canadian capitalists have 
been examining and investing, n 
while all may not be so fortunate as to 
make happy ventures, the distribution 
of riches in the district is so great that 
there can be little doubt that the result 
on the whole will bo profitable. Mining 
is not a business in which a man should 
venture all his fortune, except under ex 
ceptional circumstances and when he 
has a special knowledge of the conditions 
he will work under; but it is a perfectly 
legitimate business, and, while some- 
times involving loss, sometimes, also, 
brings returns that no other enterprise 
can equal.

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B.C. MINING INTERESTS 



Proposal That the Government Col- 
lect and Distribute All Inform- 
ation Possible. 

A Vast Number of Bonn Fide Invest- 
ments—Mischief Caused by Jlis- 
leading Prospectuses. 



In the Dominion parliament on the 
16th inst., Mr. Rostock moved, Tlmt in 
the opinion of this House it Will be in 
the interest of immigration and tbe de- 
velopment of the Dominion that the 
gorernment should collect, through the 
Department of Agriculture, all the in- 
formation possiblo with respect to the 
mining interests of British Columbia 
and the other provinces of the Domin- 
ion, and distribute it. He gave the out- 
put of minerals ami its value up to the 
30th June last for the district of West 
Kootenay. coupled with other statistics, 
in order to show the extraordinary rich- 
ness of the mineral deposits of the pro- 
vince, and emphasized the need' of tak- 
ing proper steps to attract the attention 
of capitalists to that province. Pro- 
ceeding, he said: These figures show 
the amount of business being done 
|a that country, and the large 
field which exists there for in- 
vestment. It is only natural that at 
present a number of companies should 
have been floated in this country 'Or 
the purpose of interesting investors in 
the mining development that is now 
going on, but we tind that these com- 
panies are being put upon the market 
of Eastern Canada in a very loose and 
unsatisfactory manner. It will be a 
great drawback and disadvantage to 
that country if some steps are not taken 
to check the indiscriminate lloating of 
such companies, in which the prospec- 
tuses issued are most unsatisfactory, 
and contain exceedingly misleading 
statements. From the way such pros- 
pectuses are drawn up, they would ap- 
pear to be drawn up solely for the pur- 
pose of misleading the investing public. 
I have here a prospectus which has been 
published in one of the papers in the 
East — the prospectus of a mine called 
the Nest Egg and Palo Alto. In that 
prospectus the names of leading men in 
the province of British Columbia are 
printed as being connected with this 
mine, but after it was brought 
out in Toronto one of the gen- 
tlemen whose names appeared on 
the prospectus wrote that ] 10 hud no 
thing to do with it. It will bo interest 
ing to the house if I read one or two re- 
plies given by gentlemen Whose names 
are mentioned in this prospectus as be^ 
ing connected with the mines. >lr 
Turner, the premier of British Colum- 
bia, wrote as follows: " I know nothing 
about the prospectus of the Nest Egg 
and Palo Alto. I do not guarantee any 
statements made by George A. Case. 
He has no authority to act for me." 
Mr. Turner is one of the gentlemen 
whoso names appear as hem-; interested 
in the Nest Egg, and of course, being 
premier of British Columbia, his name 
would naturally tend to make investors 
in the East think that the properly was 
a good one. Mr. E. V. Hodwell, a lead- 
ing lawyer in Victoria, wrote: ''Iain 
not in any way responsible for the pro- 
spectus oi the Palo Alto or Nest Egt; 
mines. I do not know what statements 
it may contain. I do not know Mr. Case, 
and be does not represent me. I own some 
shares in the Palo Alto, but have no 
interest whatever in the Nest EftjT. No 
one has any authority to deal with my 
name in connection with either .the 
Nest Egg or Palo Alio. The name of 
Lieut. -Governor Dewdney. the present 
Lieut.-Governor of British Columbia, 
was also mentioned in this prospectus. 
He was in England when this prospectus 
was brought out, but Mrs. Dewdney 
telegraphed that the Lieut.-Governor 
was not in any way responsible for the 
statements made in that prospectus. 
This is a very good specimen of the way 
in which ttiese prospectuses are being 
got up, and the use that is being made 
at the present time of the names of 
leading men in the province for the pur- 
pose of getting investors in the East, 
who cannot learn a great deal of the 
development of that country to put their 
money into these concerns. I hope the 
government will see their way of 
taking hold of this matter, and that 
they will be able to introduce some 
legislation that will prevent prospectuses 
of this kind being placed Upon 
the market, and that it will hold those 
interested in getting up these companies 
responsible to the public generally for 
the truth of the statements that they 
make in these propectuses. A leading 
newspaper in Rossland, speaking about 
these foreign companies, says :•— " Es- 
pecially some provision should be insert- 
ed in the act which will prevent foreign 
companies from disposing of their hold- 
ings without consulting their share- 
holders, and even in opposition to their 
wishes." I may say that the paragraph 
has reference more especially to cme 
company that was organized and floated 
under the laws of the State of Washing- 
ton, whose directors were enabled to en- 
tirely override the wishes of the share- 
holders, and dispose of the mine in a 
way that was a great detriment to the 
shareholders and a great damage to the 
camp generally. Now in the Province 
of British Columbia we are very anxious 
to seo foreign capital brought into the 
country, and wo recognize the undesir- 
able character of some of these compan- 
ies that are now being lloated on the 
market of the East. If tins oort of tiling 
is allowed to continue, and the investors 
lose their money, it will be a great set- 
back to the development of mining in 
British Columbia, and we shall have to 
suffer the consequences, I hope that 
the information that can bo collected 
through the geological survey will be 
brought up to a later date than it is at 
the present time, and that, if possible, 
the staff now engaged in the department 
in compiling the statistics may be in- 
creased, so that more reliable informa- 
tion may be brought forward and placed 
before the public. I move this motion 
feeling confident that some steps will be 
taken by the government to assist us in 
this mater. 

Mr. Laurier— Mr. Speaker, the House, 
I am sure, has listened with very great 
interest to the remarks of my hon. friend 
from Yale and Cariboo (Mr. Bostoek) 
on the present condition of mining 
development in British Columbia. 
It, I may say without exaggeration, 



is the hope of this country ; we look to , 
British Columbia as being, of all the 
provinces, the one which is to attract, 
immigration from abroad, as we know I 
that gold discoveries have always proved 
the greatest attraction to immigrants in j 
all partB of the world. The motion of 
my lion, lriend, as I understand him, 
contains two points. First, he declares 
the desirability of making the mining 
wealth of British Columbia well known, 
not only throughout this continent, but 
throughout the world. My hon. friend 
is aware, and, in fact, be has adverted to 
it, that at the present time the Geologi- 
cal Survey is doing valuable service in 
that direction. One of the functions at 
pieiont devolving upon the geological '< 
department of the government is to 
collect and to publish as soon as 
may be after the close of the calen- 
dar year, full statistics of the mineral 
production and of the mining and 
metallurgical industry of Canada; to 
Study the facts relating to water 
supply, both for irrigation and for do- 
mestic purposes; and to collect and pre- 
serve all available records of artesian 
wells, and of mines and mining works in 
Canada. This duty is now well attended 
to; and I was glad to hear my hon. 
friend state that the gentleman now in 
charge of the Geological department, Dr. 
Dawson, is a most valuable officer. I am 
sure we may all rely that in his guid- 
ance of his department Dr. Dawson will 
take all necessary steps to meet the 
views of my hon. friend. I am informed 
that at the present time the department 
is making a special effort to distribute 
information on the subject of these mines 
all over the different provinces of the 
Dominion. But the most important 
part of the remarks made by my lion 
friend were those referring to the ad 
vantage which Is taken by speculators to 
place upon the market" bogus " schemes 
and spurious organizations. This is an 
important feature, but it is not new 
The same thing has been experienced 
I suppose, in every mining country in 
the world. Similar attempts were 
made in Australia and California, and 
are now taking place in relation to the 
urines of British Columbia. I do not 
know at present whether the law is ade 
qtiato to meet this growing evil. This 
is a matter which must lie more directly 
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37 Government Street, Corner of Broughton. 
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within the scope of the department of 
justice. All 1 can say at the present 
time is that the .government will ask the 
Minister of Justice and his department 
to ascertain whether or not the law 
adequate to meet such spurious schemes 
as those which have been brought to the 
attention of the House. If the issuing of 
such misleading prospectuses cannot be 
prevented, if the law of the land is not 
adequate to meet offenders of this kind, 
the law is deficient and must be amend 
ed. If the officers of the department of 
justice report to the government that the 
present law is not adequate to reach 
such offenders, then the government 
will consider it its duty to have tb 
criminal la w amended so as to bring such 
offenders within the law, and prevent as 
far as possihle, a repetition of these 
offences. 

Mr. Sproule spoke in favor of the 
adoption of measures to prevent frauds 
on the public. 

Mr. Tisdaledid not believe in spurious 
nrospectuses, but thought the present 
criminal law, which had been very 
carefully considered, might be broad 
enough to cover fraudulent represen- 
tations. 

Mr. Prior declared there were schemes 
being placed upon the market which, to 
put it mildly, did not give much encour- 
agement to men who knew anything 
about mining. At the same lime, bow- 
ever, he bad no hesitation in saying that 
a very large number of the British Col- 
umbia mines placed on the market to- 
day were bona fide speculations. Every- 
body who knew anything about mining 
Was aware that from first to last it was a 
speculation, and no one who did not 
possess sutficient capital to take the 
rial' of losing the money be invested 
had any right, from a business stand- 
point, to speculate in mines. There 
Was no mining country in the world 
which showed more satisfactory evi- 
dence of rich deposits than British 
Columbia, and especially the Kootenay 
country. If a man deliberately specu- 
lated in mining, when he knew nothing 
about the subject, and met with loss, 
it served him right. His advice to those 
intending to j»o into mining speculations 
Was to find out who the men were who 
Were promoting these companies and 
who were concerned in the manage- 
ment of them before they invested any 
money. 

Mr. Fitzpatriek (Solicitor-General) 
advocated an inquiry into the mining 
laws of the United States, which were 
framed in accordance with the ex- 
perience of years, in order to see whether 
there was anything in the statutes of 
our neighbors that might be incorporated 
into the statutes of Canada. There was 
a difficulty as to how far the govern- 
ment could deal with property and civil 
fights, which were matters of local con- 
trol. Then, in such cases, the border 
line between false representations and 
warranty was v > ry shadowy and very 
hard to define. It was very doubtful if 
the criminal code would reach such 
cases. If it was found that the laws of 
British Columbia did not cover eases 
BUehas those complained of action might 
he taken similar to that adopted in 
England in respect to Jabez Balfour, 

Mr. Dyment asked the House not to 
ignore the mineral resources of Ontario, 
while the mineral wealth of British Col- 
umbia was being extolled. 

Mr. Casey thought it would money 
well spent to create some sort of a de- 
l>artinent at Ottawa for the dissemina- 
tion of reliable information regarding 
Canadian mines. 

Mr. Fraser agreed that there ought to 
be some central source of information to 
which outsiders could have access, rather 
than have each province doing work of 
this kind. It was undesirable to have in 
this country senseless speculations. 

Mr. Fisher said that the statistical 
branch of the Department of Agricul- 
ture and the Geological Survey were 
in possession of considerable informa- 
tion upon the subject of mining, and 
frequently responded to inquiries from 
oil tilde. 

Mr. Morrison advocated a better dis- 
tribution of the information accumulated 
by the Department of Agriculture and 
the Geological Survey, after the plan 
adopted by the Mi nera logical department 
in British Columbia. 

Mr. Bostoek expressed bis satisfaction 
with the statement made by the leader 
of the government, and withdrew bis 
motion.

PERSIS TENT DE TEA C TION. 

The persistent abuse of Dr. George 
Duncan by the local organ of the Do- 
minion Government is disgusting to men 
of both parties in this city. The Times 
disapproves of Dr. Duncan's appoint- 
ment to the position of Superintendent 
of Quarantine. This might be expected 
The Doctor is a Conservative and has al- 
ways been a Conservative, and the Times 
is opposed to a Conservative occupying a 
position under the Liberal Government 
if it can by any means be prevented. If 
our contemporary would say this openly 
and boldly no one would be disappointed 
and no injury would be done to Dr. Dun 
can. Those who know the Times expect 
from it nothing else. But when the 
organ keeps the true cauBe of its diaap 
proval of Dr. Duncan's appointment out 
of sight and condemns it on the ground 
that the Doctor is not qualified to (ill the 
position, it not onlj' acts the part of a 
hypocrite, but does the young and risin 
physician serious wrong. That he i 
well qualified for the position we have 
the testimony of the Times itself. Xot 
much more than a year ago, commenting 
upon some recommendations made by 
Dr. Duncan relative to the necessity of 
taking precautions to prevent the intro 
duction of cholera, the Times in a lead 
ing article said : 

" It is to be hoped that the city and 
Dominion authorities will not lose sight 
of the facts in regard to cholera brought 
to their notice by Dr. Duncan, or of the 
necessity for precautions against an in- 
vasion of the disease. Dr. Duncan's re- 
cent visit to the Orient has placed him 
in possession of thoroughly accurate 
knowledge of conditions which favor the 
spread of the disease there, and his 
warnings should not be disregarded or 
his recommendations he neglected in the 
slightest degree." 

Further on in the article the Time 
repeats its unqualified endorsement of 
Dr. Duncan as Health Officer, It says: 
"The civic authorities ought to lose 
no time in carrying out Dr. Duncan's 
recommendations as to local measures 
of precaution. Kven if there were no 
danger of a visitation of cholera, small- 
pox, black plague or other disease preva- 
lent in Orient il countries, there would 
bean urgent necessity for local cleansing 
measures." 

Here we have voluntary testimony to 
Dr. Duncan's qualifications as a sani- 
tarian stronger and more satisfactory 
than a quire of formal testimonials. It 
is not to be supposed that the Times 
would write of Dr. Duncan's recommen- 
dations with respect to the preservation 
of the public health in this way if it be- 
lieved that he was not qualified to give 
both the Dominion and the civic authori- 
ties advice on the subject and creditably 
to fill the position which he held. 

With respect to Dr. Duncan's report of 
1804, the Times said: "The whole re- 
port should give valuable assistance to- 
wards making the city cleaner, more 
healthful and more attractive." It is 
evident that when the Times published 
these expressions of approval of the way 
in which Dr. Duncan performed his du- 
ties as medical health oflicer it had no 
doubts as to his qualifications to do the 
work o'i Health Oflicer efficiently. 

But now tho Times denounces Dr. 
Duncan in his professional character as 
strongly as it recommended and en- 
dorsed him some time ago. Why is this? 
Simply because in the exerciso of his 
legitimate official authority Dr. Duncan 
permitted a smallpox suspect to ' go 
to the polls for tho purpose of voting on 
the 2.'5rd of June last. The Times seems 
to think that this person voted against 



the Liberal candidates, and therefore it 
pours the viala of its wrath on the head 
of the Medical Officer and doeB all in its 
power to ruin his professional reputa- 
tion. 

Its bill of indictment against Dr. 
Duncan appears in Tuesday's issue of 
the organ in the form of a number of 
clumsily drawn-up questions, each of 
which insinuates an accusation; but, 
singularly enough, not one of them con- 
tains a single reflection upon Dr. Dun- 
can's knowledge of his profession or his 
skill as a physician. The first of them, 
in the meanest and moBt cowardly way, 
indirectly states what all who are ac- 
quainted with the facta know to be false. 
It is: 

"As city health officer did you open 
the door of the smallpox pest-house 
and permit two voters confined there 
under city regulations and by order of 
the Mayor, to mix with the crowd at 
the polls on last general election day?" 

The propounderof this question ought 
to have known that the two men were 
never inside of the pest house, and 
therefore they could not have gone out 
of it to mix with any crowd. It was not 
known that the men had the smallpox. 
They were lodged in a building some 
distance from the pest house, a building 
which had no connection with it. Their 
persons and every garment they wore 
had been thoroughly disinfected. The 
Medical Health Oflicer knew perfectly 
well that there was not the slightest 
danger of them, in their then condition 
conveying the disease to any place, or 
giving it to utiy person. They applied 
for leave to go to the city, and leave %vas 
granted. Suspects who can be trusted 
to report, themselves to the Health Oflicer 
are never in England confined for any 
length of time. There is not the slightest 
necessity for such confinement.- And 
because Dr. Duncan gave leave to two 
"voters" who had not on them the slight- 
est symptoms of smallpox and who had 
been disinfected, to leave the suspect 
station, the Times concludes that he is 
not qualified to fill the position of 
quarantine officer. 

The Mayor, whose name lias been 
dragged into this contemptible business, 
has ucted throughout as a conscientious 
and high-principled official should act. 
He admitted that Dr. Duncan acted 
within his legitimate authority when he 
permited the suspecL to leave the sta- 
tion, and he voted for his retention as 
City Medical Health Oflicer when politi- 
cal aldermen moved that he be dismiss- 
ed. This he would not do if Dr. Duncan 
was not qualified to fill the office lie held 
and had not diligently and efficiently 
performed its duties 



thing, but development may k show 
that their hopes are vain.

If people would 
invest in mines about which they knew 
nothing they would have to pay for their 
experience. The little discussion which 
Mr. Bostock raised will do no harm, 
although there are indications that he 
will be taken to task for his criticisms 
on the Palo Alto and Nest Lgg projects.

Canadians, we think, may be depend- 
ed upon to take care of themselves.

Very many of them — too many, indeed 
— like tho excitement of speculation, and 
they speculate in mining stock like Eng- 
lishmen and others bet on a horse race. 
They do it with their eyes open. They 
know that they stand to lose, but there 
is also a chance of making a gain. So 
they invest, not very largely perhaps, 
but fully as heavily as they can afford. 
They are unwise, and the practice is, 
like gambling of any kind, pernicious. 
But what is to be done? How can" the 
Government prevent people from burn- 
ing their fingers in this way? Legis- 
lation can hardly reach them. 

With reg,ird to fraudulent mining 
projects, they should be put down as 
soon as they are known to bo fraudu- 
lent. When there is no mine back 
of the company, when the whole scheme 
is in the air, no punishment can be too 
Bevere for the projectors, or, rather, 
the sharpers. But when there is a 
mine it is very hard to tell whether the 
prospect is represented in too glowing 
colors or not, for the simple reason that 
no one knows what is under the ground,

Portland, Maine, Sept. 24. — John R. 
Gentry made a mile at Rigby Park this 
afternoon in 2:00^4. 

NORTH WARD SCHOOL. 

Sitting of the Investigating Committee 
Mainly Occupied With the Examina- 
tion or the Clerk or Works. 

The North Ward school building in- 
vestigation was continued last night, the 
time being to a laige extent taken up by 
a categorical examination of Mr. (fray 
<5n the specifications. 

Building Inspector Northcott recalled, 
stated that the walls of the structure 
were strongly built and complied well 
with tho l>y.-Iaw, the exits were ample 
and light good. Excepting the assembly 
room, to whose location upstairs he ob- 
jected, he was well satisfied with tho 
itiildiug. Comparing the roof with the 
pecilications, it was not properly carried 
out. From centre to centre of 
the rafters tho specifications called 
tor 10 inches, whereas ,in the 
milding they were from 20 to 24 inches. 
The ceiling joists were 2 by 6 instead of 

by 8; the bracing and collar ties were 
not up to the specifications ; the hip 
rafters were only 2 by 8 inches instead 
of 2 by 10 inches as called for, though 
that did not affect the strength. The 
roof as constructed was not as Btrong as 
it would have been bad the specifica- 
tions been adhered to. He had recom- 
mended that the whole area of tiie doors 
be ship lapped, but this was not carried 
out. He considered that this ship lap- 
ping would have added to the strength 
of the building. 

Thos. A. Brydon, who has been fore- 
man during the recent repairs on the 
building described the alterations that 
had been made, the subject being al- 
ready pretty well covered in the archi- 
tect's reports and evidence. 

Edward James Cray, clerk of the 
works during the erection of the North 
Park school building, said he was clerk 
of the works from September 1898 to the 
middle of April 1S1J4. Questioned as to 
the specifications, he stated that the 
outer back wall waa somewhat out of 
line owing to frost while the building 
was going up; he did not think that was 
a particular defect because the 
weight would be mainly on the 
inner part of the hollow wall. 
He had, however, called the attention 
of the architect to it. Aluminum was 
called for for the lantern of the tower, 
but slate was used instead, the change 
being made with the architect's consent, 
but witness did not know why. The 
stairs, witness stated, were not put up 
at the time he was discharged, nor were 
the floors all laid at that time. As to 
the rafters being further spaced than in 
the specifications, the architect had 
agreed to that. Witness had told the 
architect that it would not be necessary. 
He did not think that the short siue 
braces on the purlines were necessary 
and had allowed them to be dispensed 
with. Asked why be did so, he replied 
that it was possible to overload a roof 
with lumber; though be admitted he 
was not as clerk of the works supposed 
to bo a judge of the plane, but to see 
they wero carried out. 

The examination having lasted till 
half-past ten an adjournment was 
taken, the committeo to meet again on 
Wednesday evening at 7 :45. 

Two of the 13-potuider R.M.L. field 
guns, forming part part of the movable 
armament of the fort at Macnulay point, 
wero taken to the drill hall yesterday 
afternoon, where they will be used for 
training No. 1 Company in the new 
drill.

Powerful Speech by Mr. Gladstone— 
Massacres Inspired In the 
Sultan's Palace, 



Liverpool, Sept. 24.— Enthusiastic 
•rowds of people assembled at an early 
hour this morning in the vicinity of 
Hengler'B Circus, to hear the eagerly 
anticipated address of the Right. Hon. 
Wm. E. Gladstone before the meeting 
called by the Reform Club to protest 
against the recent massacres of Armeni- 
ans at Constantinople and elsewhere. 
The doors opened at 10 o'clock, and at 
11 the vast auditorium was packed. Mr. 
Gladstone and Mrs. Gladstone, Mr. Her 
hert Gladstone and other member' ^ 
the family arrived in this city at ' j( - 
and were welcomed at the railw ;l . 
tion by a crowd of about 2,000 p' 

At the entrance of the bin t( j itJg Mr 
Gladstone was received with ft lonf , , en _ 
thUBiastic outburst of app dllsu 1)y tllu 
crowds unable to obtain P .d m ission, and 
when he entered the a- aditorium there 
•was deafening applause , jyi r _ Gladstone 
Stepped briskly on tne. platform at 12 :30 
p.m., and bowed gr acefully in acknowl- 
edgment of the enthusiastic welcome 
accorded Mm. Earl Derby, formerly 
GovernoNGene.ral of Canada, presided. 

After iftie usual formalities the first 
^resolution, proposed by a Conservative 
and seconded by a Liberal, was put. It 
read in substance: 

" This meeting desires to express its 
•indignation at and abhorrence of the 
«ruel treatment to which the Armenians 
•are subjected by Turkish rulers, and of 
"the massacres which recently occurred 
in Constantinople. It is a disgrace to 
the civilization of the nineteenth cen- 
tury." 

The resolution was adopted by accla- 
mation. 

At 1 :25 Mr. Gladstone rose to speak. 
He looked well and hearty, and bowed 
repeatedly in response to outbursts of 
cheering. After a few preliminary re- 
marks, he moved the following resolu- 
tion, which was received with thunders 
of applause : 

" This meeting trusts Her Majesty's 
ministers, realizing to the fullest extent 
the terrible condition in which fellow 
Christiana are placed, will do everything 
possible to obtain for them full security 
and protection, that this meeting as- 
enreB Her Majesty's ministers that they 
may rely upon the cordial support of the 
citizens of Liverpool, whatever are the 
steps they may leel it is necessary to 
take for tins purpose." 

When the applause had calmed down, 
Mr. Gladstone declared his adhesion to 
the principles contained in the resolu- 
tions. He said he came there not claim- 
ing any authority except that of a citi- 
zen of Liverpool, but, added, that the 
national platform upon which the meet- 
ing is based gave greater authority for 
the sentiment universally entertained 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the land, and urged in this matter that 
party sympathies bo renounced. 

•Continuing, Mr. Gladstone said: "I 
entertain a lively hope and strong belief 
that the present deplorable situation is 
not due to any default of the govern- 
ment of this great country. The present 
movement must be based on the broad 
.grounds of humanity, and not directed 
against Mohammedans, but against the 
Turkish otiicials, the evidence of whose 
barbarities rests in creditable rei>orts. 
JNow, as in IS7(J, to the guilt of massacre 
is added the impudence of denial, which 
-will continue just as long as Kurope is 
content to listen." 

Mr. Gladstone then expressed the 
opinion that the purpose of the gather- 
ing was defensive and prospective, say- 
ing that no one could hold out the hope 
that the massacaes were ended, although 
lie ventured to anticipate thai the words 
spoken at the meeting would find their 
way to the palace at Constantinople. 
(Loud cheers.) 

He added : " I doubt if it is an exag- 
geration to say it was in the Sultan's 
palace, and there only, that the inspira- 
tion has been supplied and the policy 
devised of the whole series of massacres. 
When the Sultan carries the massacre 
into his own capital, under the eyes of 
the ambassadors, he appears to have 
gained the very acme of what it is pos- 
sible for him to do. 

"But," he further said, " the weak- 
ness of diplomacy, I trust, is able to be 
strengthened by the echo of this nation's 
voice." (Great cheering.) 

Mr. Gladstone, referring to the supine- 
ness of the ambassadors of the powers at 
Constantinople, said : " The concert of 
Europe is an august and useful instru- 
ment, but it has not usually succeeded 
in dealing with the Eastern ques- 
tion, which has . arrived at a period 
when it i9 necessary to strengthen the 
hands of the government by an expres- 
sion of national opinion. I believe that 
the continued presence of ambassadors 
at Constantinople has operated as a dis- 
tinct countenance to the .Sultan, who is 
thus their recognized ally. But while 
arcing the government to act, it does not 
follow that even for the sake of the great 
object in view that Great Britain should 
transplant Kurope into a state of war. 
On the other hand, however, I deny that 
England must abandon her own right 
to independent (judgment and allow 
herself to be domineered by other pow- 
ers." (Cheers.) 

Mr. Gladstone later remarked: "Wo 
have a just title to threaten Turkey with 
coercion, but that does not in itself 
mean war, and I think the first step 
should be the recall of our ambassador." 
(Cheers.) 

H" And this should be followed by a 
dismissal of the Turkish ambassador 
from London. Such a course is fre- 
quent and would not give the right of 
complaint to anybody,. When diplo- 
matic relations are suspended England 
should inform the Sultan that she would 
consider the means of enforcing her just 
and bumano demands. I do not believe 
that Europe will make war to ensure 
that continuance of massacres more 
terrible than ever recorded in dismal, 
deplorable history of human crime." 
(Loud cheers.) 

Mr. Gladstone spoke for about twenty 
minutes in good voice, and did not seem 
fatigued when he had finished. Before 
the arrival of the Gladstone party and 
jguesta in the auditorium of Hengler'e 



circus to-day, there was a spontaneous 
outburst of patriotism, everybody pres- 
ent standing bareheaded and joining in 
Binging " God Save the Queen."

Bark " Drumrock" Has an Extraor- 
dinarily Long - and Stormy 
Voyage From London.

Occupying a berth at the old outer 
wharf is the British four-masted bark 
Drumrock, which arrived yesterday eve- 
ning after an uncommonly long and 
stormy passage from London, Eng., com- 
pleted in 190 days. Although having 
come through some terrible trials, the 
big carrier entered port looking— as one 
of her officers described it— as neat as a 
hat out of a bandbox. One incident of 
the voyage cast a gloom over the latter 
half of the trip, this being the loss of a 
Norwegian seaman named Karl Erland- 
Ben, who fell overboard in a gale 
off the Cape of Good IIopo. Two 
youthful Btowaways, named Arthur 
Fisher and Arthur Stewart, were discov- 
ered in the fore peak of the bark just 
when Bbe was about to part with her 
tug in the English channel. The sea was 
rough at the time and Captain Bailey 
rather than take any risks in placing the 
boys on' the tug allowed them to remain 
aboard. They made themselves useful 
on the voyage and in reality became part 
of the crew. Until Cape Horn was about 
reached the vessel's trip was delightful, 
but there the storms came in earnest. 
Gale after gale was encountered and the 
big craft labored heavily. So serious did 
the case appear to be that after a consul- 
tation between all hands held on May 
10 it was decided to put about and head 
for the Cape of Good Hope in the expec- 
tation oi finding smoother water by that 
roundabout route, which lengthened the 
voyage by several thousand miles. 
Sti-jng westerly gales were encountered 
until the longi'titude of New Zealand was 
reached when heavy northerly and nor'- 
westerly gales were met with, which 
drove the bark to 57 south. Light 
northeast and easterly winds followed 
until -10 south and 14'J west was 
reached when violent galea from 
the east-north-east were experienced. 
This weather with a tremendous sea 
rolling was the worst yet run into. Oil 
bags were lowered, but notwithstanding 
this a heavy sea was shipped which 
wroueht considerable damage, smashing 
the side lights and screens, breaking the 
ports in the bathrooms and lavatories, 
and doing other harm of a minor nature. 
For twenty-four hours the bark lay to 
with the oil about her. Afterwards 
light easterly winds cino and carried 
her to the southeast trades. These were 
strong, and the vessel for days set an 
eleven-knot pace. Until the cloud 
bank oil' Cape Flattery was 
struck, the voyage continued pleasant. 
The American tug Boyton found 
her in the fog and Bhe towed into this 
port at live o'clock last evening. The 
Drumrock cornea heavily laden, having 
about 5,000 tons of general merchandise, 
nearly half which is for Victoria anil 
Vancouver, the balance being for Taco- 
ma. R. P. Rithet it Co. are her local 
agents and the contract for discharging 
her here has been let to stevedores Cates 
and McDermott. 

The Drumrock is a handsome looking 
vessel and is by far the largest depend- 
ent on sails that ever visited this port. 
She is classed in Lloyd's as 100 Al, and 
her registered tonnage is 2,918. 
She was built in the Lannage 
and Ferguson yard, Leith, live 
years ago. Being entirely of steel and 
in every respect modern, the vessel is a 
model carrier, her capacity being given 
at 4,800 tons dead weight. Her length 
between perpendiculars is 318 feet. 
Her beam is-lo'.j feet, and her moulded 
depth of hold, 2,S feet. She carries an 
immense spread of canvas, as can be 
imagined when it is stated that 
the height of one mast from the deck to 
the truck is 165 feet. The vessel has 
frequently visited San Francisco and she 
holds the record between that city and 
the Sound, established last year, of live 
days eight hours. She is splendidly 
equipped, and a novel feature is that all 
her winches are run by steam. 

THE " SAN I'KDItO " AGAIN. 

A San Francisco despatch says : " Since 
the collier San Pedro ran ashore on 
Brotchie ledge at the entrance of Vic- 
toria harbor on November 27, 1891, three 
attempts have been made to raise her. 
A great deal of money was expended in 
these ventures, hut although all possi- 
ble skill was brought to bear on the 
enterprise, the steamer lies as she did 
when she struck — a constant menace to 
navigation and a source of considerable 
annoyance to the authorities. Captain 
Whitelaw, who has obtained a contract 
for the total removal of the wreck, will 
leave for the scene with his new wrecker 
early next week. He has undertaken to 
complete the task within sixty days from 
the date upon which he will begin 
operations." 

WILL ENTER DOCK. 

As a precautionary measure, tiie man- 
aging owners upon consultation have de- 
cided to place the steamship Cbittagong 
in dock before sending her to sea.

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"THE CRIME OP 1078." 

Senator Sherman's Reply to the Remarks 
of the Silver Presidential Cnndidatc. 

Cincinnati, Sept. 24. — A local paper 
publishes a signed article from Senator 
John Sherman, dated at Mansfield, in 
which he replies to Mr. Bryan and 
others who refer to the " crime 
of '73." Senator Sherman says that 
many pages of the Congressional 
Record show indisputable proofs that 
the clause in the act of 187:5 stopping 
the coinage of the silver dollar was 
not surreptitiously and clandestinely 
passed through congress. The senator 
reviews the history of that legislation 
showing that there was an unusually 
long agitation, not only in both branches 
of congress, but also in the committees 
of both houses and also in the treasury 
department before the bill was prepared. 
The senator says: 

" 1 have never been able to see what 
motive could have existed for secrecy in 
this matter. Oil April 25, 1870, when 
the bill was sent to the committee on 
finance by the secretary of the treasury, 
the silver dollar was worth $1.0312 in 
the markets of the world. Germany had 
not yet sold her silver or adopted the 
gold standard. There was no indication 
whatever of the fall of silver, and none 
could foresee that it was destined to 
rapidly decline in price. No one asked 
to have the dollar coined and no one was 
opposed to its discontinuance." 

The senator refers to the frequent 
messages between the treasury depart- 
ment and the committee, and the un- 
usually large number of copies of the re- 
ports on the bill and of the bill itself 
that were ordered printed for distribu- 
tion. The bill was studied by many 
men outside of congress during the three 
years or more of its consideration, and 
many of these financiers were given 
hearings on the bill before the commit- 
tee. The secretary of the treasury, in 
his annual report of 1870 and 1871 and 
1872, calls the especial attention of con- 
gress to this bill. The senator concludes 
his article thus : 

" There was not only nothing secret 
or surreptitious in the passage of the act 
of 1873, hut every step accompanying its 
origin, consideration and passage re- 
ceived as much publicity as could be 
given to a bill. But the silver dollar 
was out of circulation long before the 
law of 1873 was enacted. It was a thing 
of the past, lost to sight. Conceived by 
Hamilton in 1792, suspended by Jeffer- 
son in ISOfi, practically demone- 
tized by Benton and the men oi 
1834 under Andrew Jackson ; ignored by 
t.vo generations except as a convenience 
for tiie exoortanion of silver bullion, and 
called back to the mind of the present 
generation only because silver has fallen 
in price, and is deemed more valuable as 
coin than as bullion. Never was a more 
unjust or unwarrantable charge made 
than that the act of 1873 was passed by 
stealth, and with the object of conceal- 
ing any part of it from the public." 



LEADVILLE'S LABOR WAR. 

Strikers Threaten to Wipe Out the military 
and Burn the Town — Excitement at 
Fever Heat. 

Denver, Col., Sept. 24. — The impres- 
sion that the presence of the troops at 
Leadville would end the strike lias been 
dissipated by reports which have reached 
Governor Mclntyre from Leadville. He 
is told that miners from Aspen, Cripple 
Creek and San Juan are quietly gather- 
ing at Leadville, and that at an oppor- 
tune moment the strikers will wipe out 
the national guard and burn the town. 
The Governor has inquired from Briga- 
dier-General Wheaton, commander of 
the military department of Colorado, 
as to what assistance the federal author- 
ities can render in case of emergency on 
short notice. Col. Merriam, of the 7th 
Infantry, stationed at Fort Logan, has 
been apprised that his command may 
receive orders to take the lield and the 
troops are to be held in readiness to pro- 
ceed to Leadville. 

Leadville, Sept. 2-1 — Thirty warrants 
have been issued by the district court 
for officers and members of the executive 
committee of the miners' union, all 
being charged with the murder of Fire- 
man Jerry O'lveefe ; fifteen have been 
served ami the men named in them are 
in the county jail. Edward Boyce, of 
Boise, Idaho, president of the Western 
Federation of Miners, was placed in jail 
by the city marshal last night for aafo 
keeping. 

There was to have been a meeting of 
the miners' association at the city hall 
last evening and General Brooks sent a 
squad with a gatling gun to the hall 
with instructions to prevent the meet- 
ing. The gun was returned to the bat- 
tery at headquarters, the union meeting 
having been held at an early hour, and 
was in session but a few minutes. 

Excitement is again at fever heat 
owing to a flood of alarming rumors and 
the failure as yet to declare martial law.
